The  Fifty -fifth  Annual  Report  of  tlie  Visiting  Justices  of 
tlie  County  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Stafford  states,  tliat  751 
Lunatics  Lave  been  under  treatment  during  tlie  past 
year,  of  which  number  234  have  been  admitted,  100 
have  been  discharged,  and  78  have  died. 

No  inquests  have  been  held,  the  deaths  being  all  from 
ordinary  causes. 

At  the  present  date  there  are  517  Lunatics  resident 
in  the  Asylum  at  Stafford,  and  443  in  the  Asylum  at 
Burntwood,  making  a  total  of  960  Pauper  Lunatics 
belonging  to  the  County  of  Stafford  now  under  treatment 
in  the  two  County  Asylums. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  admissions  and  the 
comparatively  small  number  of  deaths  and  discharges, 
your  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  transfer  56  Lunatics 
to  the  Auxiliary  Asylum  at  Burntwood. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  on 
the  28th  October:  inspected  all  parts,  and  have  left  a 
very  satisfactory  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Patients 
and  management  of  the  Asylum. 

A  sum  of  £1200  was  granted  at  the  October  Sessions 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  new  Boilers  and  making 


necessary  alterations  in  tlie  Boiler-house  and  Larder. 
Your  Committee  have  been  informed  that  the  new  Boilers 
will  be  ready  to  be  delivered  by  next  March. 

The  office  of  Treasurer  became  vacant  by  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Thomas  Salt,  Esq.,  M.P.,  and  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Edward  Dickenson,  Esq.,  on  the 
same  terms  as  Mr.  Salt.  With  this  exception  there  has 
been  no  change  in  the  Staff  of  Officers. 

During  the  past  year  your  Committee  have  frequently 
visited  all  parts  of  the  Asylum,  and  have  always  found 
the  Officers  and  Servants  attentive  to  their  duties,  and 
the  Patients  well  cared  for.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY.

County  Asylum,  Stafford, 

October  28th,  1873. 

There  are  at  present  on  the  books  of  this  Asylum  270 
male  and  263  female  Patients,  making  a  total  of  533.  The 
following  are  the  changes  that  have  occured  by  admission, 
discharge  or  death  since  the  last  visit  here  in  December,

Of  the  Patients  discharged  81  are  returned  has  having 
recovered — viz.,  39  men  and  42  women.  The  chief 
causes  of  death  were  Diseases  of  the  Lungs  and  Heart, 
which  were  fatal  in  1 1  cases,  and  General  Paralysis  and 
other  Brain  Diseases,  in  24  instances.  No  sudden  deaths 
have  occurred,  nor  has  there  been  any  suicidal  or  fatal 
accident,  and  no  inquests  have  been  held.  Post-mortem 
examinations  have  been  made  in  17  cases.  There  is  no 
instance  of  either  seclusion  or  restraint  having  been 
resorted  to.  One  woman  was  out  on  trial,  but  with  this 
exception  we  have  seen  all  the  patients  on  the  books. 
In  the  lower  wards  in  both  divisions,  where  the  more 
troublesome  classes  are  congregated,  there  was  some 
excitement  caused  chiefly  by  one  or  two  Patients,  but 
generally  we  found  them  tranquil  and  orderly.  The 
general  health  also  appears  to  be  good,  and  though  there 
are  many  aged  and  feeble  Patients  in  the  Asylum,  we  only 
found  2  men  and  4  women  in  bed,  one  of  the  men  having 
a  week  since  fractured  both  bones  of  the  right  leg — as 
far  as  we  could  ascertain  accidentally. 

The  condition  of  both  sexes,  as  to  cleanliness  and  cloth¬ 
ing,  was  satisfactory.  We  observed  that  some  of  the 
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men  were  supplied  with  coats  and  waistcoats  of  a  very 
excellent  woollen  material,  and  we  think  it  would  be 
desirable  to  provide  such  clothing  more  generally  for  the 
men  in  the  winter ,  and  also  to  supply  all  the  more  orderly 
Patients  with  Sunday  suits.  The  same  cleanliness  and 
order,  noticed  on  previous  occasions,  prevailed  through¬ 
out  the  building,  and  the  state  of  the  beds  (which  are 
now  all  of  horse-hair)  and  of  the  bedding  was  most 
creditable  to  the  attendants.  The  ventilation  throughout 
was  good,  and  the  rooms  fresh  and  sweet,  nothwith- 
standing  the  number  of  Patients  of  faulty  habits.  The 
wards  for  the  quieter  classes  are  rendered  very  cheerful 
by  papering  and  painting  the  walls  with  bright  colours, 
and  we  think  that  if  the  lower  wards  (No.  1  in  each 
division)  could  be  brought  into  the  same  state  it  would 
exercise  a  very  beneficial  influence  upon  the  Patients. 
Matting,  or  some  description  of  covering,  in  the  centre 
of  the  corridors,  would  also  greatly  relieve  their  bare 
appearance  and  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  Patients ;  and 
we  strongly  recommend  that  the  stone  or  plaster  floors  of 
all  the  single  rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  which,  in  many 
cases  are  much  worn,  should  be  removed,  and  these 
rooms  boarded  with  oak  or  pitch  pine.  The  female 
infirmary  has  been  so  greatly  improved  by  raising  the 
roof,  that  we  would  urge  the  Committee  to  make  a 
similar  alteration  on  the  male  side.  Plans  have  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  Boiler-house,  and  for  the  conversion  of  the  present 
Boiler-house  into  a  new  Larder.  The  existing  one  is 
small  and  not  well  ventilated,  so  that  it  is  desirable  that 
this  alteration  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  proportion  of  attendants  to  Patients  seems  on 
the  whole  to  be  sufficient,  but  considering  the  number  of 
violent  and  dangerous  Patients  in  male  ward  No.  1,  we 
think  that  an  additional  attendant  should  be  appointed 
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for  that  ward.  There  is  still  only  one  night  attendant 
in  each  division,  and  we  think  it  impossible  for  them 
properly  to  attend  to  upwards  of  500  Patients  during  the 
night,  especially  when  the  number  of  epileptics  (upwards 
of  100)  and  of  acute  cases  received  here  is  taken  into 
consideration.  There  is  now  only  one  of  the  male  wards 
in  which  there  is  a  female  nurse.  We  saw  about  200 
men  at  dinner  in  the  hall,  and  their  conduct  was  most 
orderly.  The  success  which  has  attended  such  association 
of  the  men  at  dinner  has  been  so  great  that  we  trust  the 
Committee  may  be  able  to  carry  out  a  similar  arrangement 
for  the  women.  47  males  and  31  females  attend  school 
on  three  days  in  the  week.  The  average  number  of  both 
sexes  who  are  present  at  the  afternoon  Service  in  the 
Chapel  on  Sundays,  and  at  prayers  there  on  two  days  in 
the  week;  is  the  same  as  mentioned  in  the  last  report. 
The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise,  the  monthly 
dances,  and  the  means  of  in-door  recreation  also  continue 
as  heretofore.  A  considerable  number  of  both  sexes  are 
still  employed  in  useful  occupation — viz.,  196  of  the  men 
and  152  of  the  women,  the  former  on  the  grounds  at 
trades,  assisting  in  the  wards,  in  the  kitchen,  and  in  the 
laundry,  and  the  latter  at  needlework,  and  in  the  various 
household  services.  We  are  informed  that  the  changes 
among  the  junior  attendants  were  frequent.  All  those 
now  here  appeared  to  be  kind  and  attentive.  No  com¬ 
plaints  were  made  to  us  by  the  Patients,  who  throughout 
seemed  contented  with  the  diet  given  them,  and  with  the 
treatment  they  receive;  and  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  satisfactorily  on  the  general  management  of  this 
Institution.

On  tlie  31st  December.  1873,  there  were  1591  Pauper  Lunatics 
Pauper  Lunatics  chargeable  to  the  County  of staffordshire- 
Stafford,  of  whom  960  were  resident  in  the  County 
Asylums  at  Stafford  and  Burntwood,  477  in  the 
different  Unions  throughout  the  County ;  the 
remainder  being  either  with  Friends  at  home  or  con¬ 
fined  in  Asylums  or  Workhouses  in  other  Counties. 

Of  the  517  retained  in  the  County  Asylum  at 
Stafford,  263  were  Males  and  254  Females,  the 
sexes  being  nearly  in  the  same  proportion  as  in 
preceding  years. 

128  Males  and  106  Females  were  admitted  Admission, 
during  the  12  months  up  to  31st  December,  1873, 
constituting  a  total  of  234,  and  shewing  an  excess 
of  30  oyer  those  admitted  in  1872. 

Of  the  751  Lunatics  under  treatment,  56  were 
transferred  to  the  Asylum  at  Burntwood,  100  were 
discharged  or  transferred  to  other  Asylums,  haying  deaths, 
been  made  chargeable  to  other  Counties,  and  78 
died — the  average  numbers  resident  during  the  year 
being  525. 

17  Males  and  22  Females,  out  of  the  234  Re-admissions, 
admitted,  had  been  under  treatment  in  the  Asylum 
at  some  former  period  and  had  been  discharged 
recovered ;  but  had  suffered  relapses  for  which  they 
were  again  brought  back  for  treatment. 

The  class  of  Lunatics  admitted  has  not  materially 

differed  from  that  of  other  years,  but  from  the  large

number  of  cases  of  Acute  Mania  received  in  the 
Asylum  the  behaviour  of  many  of  the  recent 
inmates  has  been  characterized  by  great  violence 
and  excitement ; — requiring  an  increase  in  the 
staff  of  Attendants  and  incessant  watchfulness  and 
attention. 

In  the  other  classes  admitted  there  has  not  been 
any  material  difference  from  former  periods,  and 
nothing  remarkable  or  requiring  comment  has 
happened  to  these  admissions. 

As  at  former  times  the  majority  of  recoveries 
have  occurred  amongst  those  recently  brought  to  the 
Asylum,  leaving  an  increased  number  of  Epileptics 
and  persons  in  a  state  of  Dementia,  as  permanent 
residents.  At  the  present  time  there  are  only  32  in 
whom  any  prospect  of  recovery  presents  itself,  the 
remainder  being  quite  incurable. 

The  death  rate  continues  high,  consisting  of  50 
Males  and  28  Females,  constituting  a  total  of  78, 
and  being  at  the  rate  of  11.98  per  cent,  on  the  total 
numbers  under  treatment  for  12  months; — of  these, 
14  Males  and  8  Females  died  within  one  month  of 
admission,  and  24  in  less  than  12  months  from  the 
time  of  being  brought  to  the  Asylum. 

Although  instances  of  violence  and  attempts  at 
self-destruction  have  been  numerous,  no  cases 
requiring  investigation,  nor  of  sudden  deaths  requir¬ 
ing  inquests,  have  occurred. 

Dislocations,  Fractures,  and  Injuries  have  been 
of  frequent  occurrence,  but  by  prompt  attention 
they  have  all  terminated  in  a  favourable  and  satis¬ 
factory  manner. 
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Most  of  the  cases  of  .Disease  requiring  Medical 
Treatment  during  the  year  have  been  in  Lunatics 
admitted  whilst  suffering  from  bodily  Disease;  other¬ 
wise  the  health  of  the  Asylum  has  been  remarkably 
good,  and  the  establishment  has  been  singularly 
free  from  Fever  or  Disease  of  an  Epidemic  or  local 
nature. 

The  nature  of  the  subsoil  upon  which  the  Asylum 
stands  and  the  bountiful  supply  of  water  at  all 
seasons  of  the  yean,  doubtless  contribute  to  afford 
this  exemption  from  Disease  and  to  render  the 
Asylum  healthy ;  although  in  too  close  proximity 
to  the  town  of  Stafford. 

Few  changes  have  occurred  amongst  the  officers 
of  the  Asylum_,  all  of  whom  have  performed  their 
duties  in  a  very  efficient  manner;  and  have  at  all 
times  rendered  valuable  aid  in  the  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

The  majority  also  of  the  Attendants;  many  of 
whom  have  been  connected  for  many  years  with  the 
Asylum;  have  continued  to  afford  their  unwearied 
and  valuable  assistance ;  where  changes  have  been 
rendered  necessary  they  have  invariably  occurred 
amongst  those  more  recently  engaged. 

For  the  valuable  directions  and  assistance  in  the 
management  of  this  Establishment;  and  for  the  kind 
consideration  at  all  times  shewn  to  me  by  the 
Visiting  Justices  of  this  Asylum;  I  beg  to  return 
my  most  grateful  thanks;  and  am;
